MAKES FARM EXHIBIT

The New London Ship & BEnagine
Company at Grotan which is busily
engaged in the manufacturs of en-
gines for submarines and accessories
filled two large tents with their ex-
hibits. Their exhibits included ani-
mals owned by the compuny, vegeta-
bieg ralsed by the help in their home
gardeng and photographs and mod-
¢sl of the work being carried ont at
the plant,

to’ Be formed at the plant

Near 1le entrance to the gespond
tent is the exhibit of wild and pame
Eirds entered by Harry M. Bond, the
treasurer of the company. The breeds
include wild geeze, wild black ducks,
fghting «ames, wild Caocada geese,
and white Emden geese. The geszo
are also kept by the compuny and are
fed on the refuge which the homs will
not eat. Mr. Boad shows some non-
bedrded polish chicks and also shows
old birds of tha same wvarlety. The
cotk”shown has taken numerous prizes
hith in this eountry and in England.
These fowl are very rare. There are
glso three varieties of pheasants en-
téred, Imcluding the showy red blue,
gold and brown zoldend pleasant.

"Thers were also &everal pens of
rabbits and Beigian harss which are
being . raised on the refues not saten
by the other animals. They are es-
pecially useful In disposing of the
garden refuse.

The rear tent Ig used to display the
produacts . of the home gardens of the
employes. There are ‘two hundred
and twenty-five home gardens at the
plant, ten of which are cultivated by
girls. Approximately ten per cent. of
the employes have the gardens. The
exhibits consisted of fine looking vege-
tables, including some large pump-
king and squash raised by the girls.
There are also many fine looking jars
of canned goods. The cut flowers ex-
hibit will not arrive until today. Sus-
pended from the roof of the tent woas
the service flag of the compiny which
bas only 256 stars with maony more
Yet- to be added.
